The liverymen and cab companies also had a conference with the Mayor, 


the strike leaders having refused to order cab drivers to deliver their 
"fares" 'at the boycotted stores. 


The Mayor said he would revoke the license of any cab driver who dis- 


obeyed the city ordinance which requires the taking of passengers to their 
'destination. 


More school children "struck" on account of the delivery, of coal by 


non-union drivers. The Board of Education will enforce the compulsory 
echool law and arrest the parents, who in some cases at least are believed to 
he responsible for the action of their children, and will send the truants to 
the Juvenile Court. 


An additional number of strike-breakers were brought to the city, today, 


bnt some of them dnserted because they did not know a strike was in- prog- 
ress- here. 


Deliveries were made today with comparatively little interference, though 


there were minor riots and several non-union drivers were assaulted and 
injured.

Craft Start in 3,000=MiIe 


Race Over Atlantic. 


NEW YORK, May 16—Eleven yachts 


flying the flags of three nations and

er to a 648-ton ship, were prepared to 
start today from

Lightship at 2:15 p. m., for a race of 
about 3,000 miles across the Atlantic 
ocean to the Lizard, on the coast of 
England,

entered in the ocean race will sail also 
ta the race from Dover to Heligoland 
for another cup offered by Emperor 
"William, and one at least will take 
part in the regatta at Kiel, Germany. 


The race, which will start today, is 


notable for the variety of buil 1 and 
rig of the vessels taking part in .t, 
for the great distance sailed and pos- 
sibly severe weather that may be en- 
countered and from the fact that it 
affords a test of heavily built ocean 
going craft.

to whom the contract was awarded, was 
constructing it.

concern, but before the 


work lad been accepted by the city Su- 
perintend'eiit of Streets Ott set a. gang 
of men to work repairing the eewer, 
which had broken. 


After the break the sewer Inclined the 


wrong way. 


Councilman Burns said- that ha did 


not. like, to see the city's money wasted 
because of a faulty construction In the 
eewer. 


Councilman Aitken said if the city's 


money was to be used this way he had 
serious doubts whether he would vote 
money for street Improvement In the 
future. 


The resolution which was Introduced 


by Burns and adopted was as follows: 
"Whereas, tne.Contra Costa Construc- 


tion Company has contracted to lay a

sewer, thence along various streets to 
Moss. avenue and along Moss avenue to 
a point about 300 feet east of the eait 
branch ' of .Cemetery creek, in. accord- 
ance "with plans and specifications drawn 
by the City Engineer and upon grades 
furnished by said City Engineer; and 


"Whereas, about thirty days ago two 


members of this Council visited said 
Moss avenue at the crossing of the east 
branch 01 Cemetery creek, and after ex- 
amining as much of the twelve-Inch 
sewer as remained, uncovered, found that 
instead of falling toward the San Fran- 
cisco Bay it fell greatly toward the Pied- 
mont hills at the rate of two inches In

forcements. 


ST.-PETERSBURG, May. 16.—The 


naval game in the Far East is watched 
with intense interest, but the Admir- 
alty is able to throw little light on the 
situation. It gives no confirmation of 
the Tokio report that Admiral Rojest- 
vensky returned to Hong Kohe Bay. 
The Russian Admiral is keeping his 
movements and plans secret, not com- 
municating even with the home au- 
thorities'. The many wild reports em- 
anating from Tokio are attributed to 
the agitated state of mind of the Jap- 
anese over he -result of the coming bat- 
tle. 


The story, that sailors from the crews 


of 'internal Russian ships at Shanghai 
are being sent to complete, the com- 
pletement o£ Rojestvensky's fleet is 
nonsense, as is the previous story that 
a large number of mercernarles were 
shipped at Madagascar. 


The Admiralty considers there is no 


harm no4 in divulging the fact, that 
Rojestvensky's ships are overmanned, 
instead of undermanned, as when they 
left Libau there was still hope ' that 
Chilean and Argentine warships could 
be 
purchased, 
and • portions of the 


crews designed lor fhem were carried 
on board the Russian fleet. 


Many naval men incline to the opin- 


ion that Rojestvensky will pass out of 
the China sea into the Pacific through 
the Ballintang channel north of the 
Island of Luzon, Philippine 
Islands, 


and give Formosa a wide berth, in- 
stead of sailing through the 200-mhs 
stretch of the Straits of Formosa, in 
which the Russians might be subject- 
ed to a torpedo attack. 


Another division of reinforcements 


for Rojestvensky is almost ready 
at 


Cronstadt, and will be sent out under 
the command of Rear-Admiral Paren- 
'go. It will consist of two fine" new bat- 
tleships, the Slava and Emperor Alex- 
ander II, two cruisers, a torpedo cruis- 
er, a gunboat, transport and several 
minor units. The division is now en- 
gaged in speed trials and maneuvering 
off Cronstadt. The appearance of this 
reserve division in the Far East, in the 
course of the summer, 
should 
the 


hostile fleets suffer equally in the com- 
ing battle, is counted on to give the 
Russians the necessary decisive pre- 
ponderance on the sea. The posses- 
sion of this division, navel men be- 
lieve, may eventually, prove Russia's 
salvation.'

What the Chicago Strike Involves. 


President Shea of the Teamsters' Union has asked 
President 


Gompcis of the American Federation of Labor to call the executive 
board of that body together to consider the strike situation in Chi- 
cago. As this foreshadows an attempt to force a general sympathetic 
strike, which vvil! spread to many other cities and possibly involve the 
Iranspoi talion interests, it is well to inquire what is the real issue at 
Chicago. 
, 


Doubtless many people will be surprised to learn that it involves 


neither hours nor w ages, but is in reality an attempt on the part of the 
Teamsters' Union to force the business community of Chicago to join 
with it in a boycott of Montgomery Ward & Co. That firm became 
involved in a dispute with the union over a minor question, which re- 
sulted in the union teamsters employed by Montgomery Ward going 
on a strike. This strike proving ineffective to bring Montgomery 
Ward & Co. to terms, a boycott was declared against the firm. Then 
the union teamsters employed by other firms struck whenever they 
were ordered to deliver goods to Montgomery Ward & Co. Still 
President Shea continues to insist that it is a lock-out of the employ- 
ers. 


As a fact, it is a sympathetic strike to enforce a boycott. 
When 


a union teamster who had no grievance against his employers was 
ordered to deliver goods to Montgomery Ward & Co. he would refuse 
'to do so and would, of course, be discharged for contumacious dis- 
obedience. Then all the other teamsters in the service of the same 
employer would walk out. This is directly the reverse of a lock-out. 
Nine-tenths of the strikers have left their jobs for no grievance of their 
own and for no reason whatever save that their employers refused to 
cease doing business with Montgomery Ward & Co. 


Because the employers who have thus been abandoned by their 


employes hire the only kind of drivers tHey can obtain, namely non- 
union men, they are denounced as enemies of labor in league to oppress 
workingmen and destroy workingmen's organizations. This accusa- 
tion is directed at employers who have consistently employed union 
men, worked them union hours and paid them union wages, but who 
declined to cast their business interests in the scale in a fight of the 
union against another firm. In short, the union has laid down the 
proposition that goods can only be delivered to''such firn\s as it elects 
shall be served. 


If this proposition should be made the general rule, a union 


waiter would not be allowed to serve, a union butcher cut a steak, 
a union hackman take a fare from, a union express driver haul a trunk 
for a person under ban of the union. A union clerk would not wait 
on a non-union customer or a newsboy sell a paper to a man against 
whom a boycott was declared. It is a proposition that the unions 
shall assume complete mastery of all branches of business, a scheme 
to make employers the obedient servants of business agents, some of 
whom may be of the stamp of the late Sam Parks. 


The American Fedetation of Labor had better think twice before 


it commits itself to such a far-reaching revolutionary proposition, for 
if insisted on it will involve the industrial system of the country in a 
bitter and protracted struggle that will produce calamities without 
number—and perhaps bring on a general panic. 


Samuel Gompers is a level-headed man, who has not only shown 


a marked capacity for leadership in the past, but has also displayed a 
foresight and discrimination which have enabled him to be of immense 
service to organized labor. He will have need of his soundest judg- 
ment now, for the most violent and incendiary elements in the ranks 
of union labor are trying to force his hand and bring on a general 
sympathetic strike regardless of consequences.

If the Wisconsin anti-tipping law is strong enough to overcome 


custom and bad service combined it will achieve something heretofore 
not accomplished. All the fashionable clubs have rigid rules against 
tipping the servants, yet the servants are tipped nevertheless. 
No one 


r is cognizant of these gratuities but the giver and the receiver, neither 
' of whom is likely to tell of them. However, we do not believe the 


Wisconsin statute will stand the test of court decisions. It is extra- 
ordinary, indeed, if the law can make it a punishable offense for one 
man to give something to another or for one person to receive what 
is voluntarily tendered by someone else. Tipping is a nuisance and 
something of an evil, but it is one of the things the law is powerless 
to abate. 


The Calaveras Prospect rebukes THE TRIBUNE for its levity 


in coupling the names of John L. Sullivan and James J. Jeffries with 
those of Henry Irving and Joe Jefferson in speaking of modern "stage 
hands." The Prospect assumes that we were joking. THE TRIB- 
UNE intended to be serious. Jeffries and Sullivan are playactors of 
a kind. They are developments of the American drama under aus- 
pices which appear to be all dominating. 
Irving and Jefferson were 


actors of another kind that is apparently passing away. Whether the 
development from Joe Jefferson to Jim Jeffries is up or down we leave 
the public to answer. If there is anything incongruous''in coupling 
their names together, it is because the plight of the American stage 
is a satire on histrionic art as it is "worked" in this country in our day. 


The Tercentenary of Cervantes. 


Germans and Americans have been so taken up with the centen- 


ary of Johann von Schiller that they have overlooked the tercentenary 
celebration in Spain of Cervantes, the immortal author of Don 
Quixote, the most popular classic in the Spanish language. The first 
book of the .adventures of the Knight of La Mancha was originally 
published in 1605, and festivals are being held all over Spain to cele- 
brate the event. 


Cervantes' memory deserves to be thus commemorated. He was 


not a poet and a philosopher like Schiller or a great dramatic genius 
like Shakespeare, but he was the greatest typical humorist the Spanish 


ff 
race has produced. His work has been criticized as lacking in artistic 
finish, but it must be remembered that Cervantes was a soldier who 
passed majiy years of his life under arms in the field. He was also a 
prisoner for a considerable period. Moreover, he lived in a crude and 
warlike age in a country whv.ro comparatively few possessed a knowl- 
edge of-letters. His hand was better adapted to use the sword than 
the pen when he took up literature. Yet he produced a masterpiece, 
which has entertained hundreds of millions and has been translated 
into the language of every civilized people. 


Few people realize how much of the proverbial philosophy of 


Don Quixote has entered into the common speech in England and 
the United States. We are constantly using saws and similes drawn 
From the writings of Cervantes. In this respect English speech of 
today owes to Shakespeare alone more than it owes to the soldier 
humorist of Spain. 


It must also be remembered that Cervantes did a service of in- 


calculable value to mankind by destroying the belated and crarrping 
institution "of chivalry. He overwhelmed it with ridicule, literally 
laughed it out of existence. This was a feat of tremendous magni- 
tude, which alone is worthy the grateful remembrance of his country- 
men and the honor of other nations. In giving the world a lively 
work of fiction, rich in the humor of his country and his time, Cer- 
irantes gave the finishing stroke to an institution which was becoming 


a great evil and was making Spain a laughing stock in Europe. He 
was no mean philosopher either, and no discriminating person can 
read Don Quixote today without being struck by the vein of serious 
reflection underlying its farcical humor and the -narration of adven- 
tures highly absurd in themselves. 


A double monument to Schiller and Goethe has just been un- 


veiled in Golden Gate Park. Why should riot one be erected there 
to commemorate Cervantes, whose countrymen discovered America 
and first settled these shores? The liquid speech of Castile has given 
this State the names most typical oMt, and it is safe to say more 
Americans have read Don Quixote than have perused the pages of 
either Schiller or Goethe.

CONCERNING WOMEN 


Ivory knife handles that have grown 


yellow with age or bad usage may be 
whitened by rubbing gently with fine 
sand-paper and then polishing up with 
a clean chamois leather.

After washing, sfflc lace should be 


allowed to He for half an hour in a lit- 
tle warm milk, to which f, little gum 
water has been added. Then squeeze 
nearly dry and Iron on. the wrong side 
on a board covered with several thick- 
nesses of. flannel. 


Often Jace has lost its freshness, but 


yet, is not sufficiently soiled to require 
washing. It is then a good plan to 
lay It by for a week in tissue paper 
under the pressure of a heavy book or 
other weight, having first well covered 
the soiled parts with calcined mag- 
nesia. After shaking out the powder 
the lace will appear quite fresh and 
clean once more. 


When I clean gloves with naphtha, 


aays a correspondent, I shake them 
first in a bottle. This removes tbe 
woret of the dirt. I then put them on 
my hands and rub toward the tips ol 
the fingers with an old toothbrush or 
soft cloth.

A peck of greens, such as cowslip, 


dandelions, burdock, chlckory, etc., is 
sufficient for a family of five or six. 
Wash through several waters and add 
a handful of salt to each pan of water 
to free them from insects. It is bet- 
ter to permit them to stand in the last 
water for a hall-hour or more. Put 
the greens in a large pot half full of 
boiling water. Add a handful of salt 
and boll steadily until the stalks are 
tender. Drain the greens in. a colan- 
der, 
then return them to the fire long 


enough to season with butter, salt and 
pepper. Serve hot -with dashes of pep- 
per sauce or vinegar. Iri- selecting the 
greens care should be taken to choose 
those with tender stalks, so'that It will 
not be necessary to boll them long 
enough to waste the tender substance 
of the leaves. The boiling

from five to twenty minutes.
